Last year’s MichiganVision Con- 
ference was an unqualified success. 
There were 90 participants, including 
representatives of the Schools of Ar- 
chitecture, the Michigan Society of 
Architect’s as well as Fellows of the 
Institute. The conference addressed 
issues on the nature of practice, social 
and environmental concerns, and 
changing technologies among others. 
The content inspired the organizers to 
institute this program on a yearly basis 
within the Michigan Society of Ar- 
chitects. On March 22, 1991 the 
second MichiganVision conference 
will take place at Lawrence Institute 
of Technology. 

The purpose of the Michigan Vision 
is to "paint" a vision of what Michigan 
should be like as an environment in 
which to practice, live and work in the 
year 2001. It will set priorities for ac- 
tion by the architects and the citizens 
of this state. 

Ten issues will be reviewed by ten 
groups. Groups will address topics 
ranging from the nature of practice to 
the achievement of design excellence. 
Once again, there will be repre- 
sentatives of the four accredited ar- 
chitectural schools; University of 
Detroit, Lawrence Technological 
University, University of Michigan 
and Andrews University. Repre- 
sentatives of practitioners within the 
state, the Fellows of the Institute, in- 
terns, as well as the Michigan Society 
of Architects and Michigan Architec- 
tural Foundation leadership will par- 
ticipate. Evie Asken, FAIA, Dick Fry, 
AIA, Mike Marshburn, AIA, Lorri 
Sipes, AIA, Gino Rossetti, FAIA and 
Rae Dumke, Honorary AIA are coor- 
dinating the participants and will lead 
the workshop. Results will be publish- 
ed in the spring.
